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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 8/26/2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant has acknowledged that the Inai reference teaches an iso-type 
heterojunction device, but has argued that the reference does not anticipate the claims because the 
layers of the reference's device are different from those layers as depicted in the present 
specification and drawings. Applicant has not provided any arguments as to why the reference's 
layers do not read on the invention as claimed. Applicant also argues "there is not a suggestion in 
Inai et al. of using a semiconductor structure of an iso-type rather than a semiconductor structure 
which is an iso-type." (Remarks, page 3.) The Examiner does not understand this argument. 
Irrespective, the reference does, in fact, teach the layers as claimed, so the rejections are still 
deemed proper and accordingly maintained.
